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CHAPTER  2 
DATA  FLOW  DIAGRAMS 


The  current  cadastral  survey  procedures  are  presented  here  as  data 
flow  diagrams  that  show  the  sources  and  destinations  of  data,  identify 
and  name  processes,  identify  and  name  data  that  connect  sources  and 
destinations  of  data,  and  describe  data  stores  that  are  accessed.  The 
hierarchical  structure  of  each  process  is  identified  by  decimalized 
identifiers. 

Standard  representations  on  the  DFDs  are: 

1.  an  ellipse  is  a  process; 

2.  a  rectangle  is  an  external  entity  (generally  outside  of  BLM 
control ) J 

3»  a  set  of  brackets  is  an  internal  entity  (generally  thought  of 
as  an  off -page  connector  or  a  pointer  to  a  generic  type  of 
process); 

4=  a  line  is  a  data  flow; 

5.  arrows  at  the  ends  of  lines  indicate  the  direction  data  is 
flowing;  and, 

6.  two  parallel  lines  are  a  data  store  (generally  representing 
logical  groupings  of  data  rather  than  individual  records  or 
data  components) .
